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DISCOURSE BY PRESIDENT GEORGE Q. CANNON.

President Young passed away. President Taylor then, being the senior 
Apostle, took the lead, and the spirit of revelation and of leadership rested 
upon him. He received revelations (some of which he wrote) for the 
Church. Previous to the death of President Young he had no right to 
receive revelation for the Church, but after President Young had passed 
away he did have that right because he was the senior Apostle and held 
the keys of presidency. When he passed away, then the power and the 
gifts rested upon President Wilford Woodruff, and he was filled with the 
spirit to lead the people—the same spirit by which Moses led the children 
of Israel through the Red Sea on dry ground. He could tell the people 
what to do and how to do, because God was with him and gave him the 
necessary light for that purpose. Now the same authority, gifts and 
powers rest upon President Lorenzo Snow, and he has the right to stand 
as the mouthpiece of the Lord to the Church, to tell the people what to 
do and how to do; in other words, to give them the mind and will of 
the Lord as they may need it. He has the spirit to-day, just as Brother 
Brigham had the spirit when he said to this whole people, Let us move 
south. By the Spirit of God he saw that that was the right move to take, 
and he foresaw what the result would be, if not entirely, at least in part. 
Under the influence of the same spirit the whole people responded to the call. 

So it has been in all the great movements that have been made in the 
history of this Church. The sending of missionaries abroad, the spirit of 
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this undertaking rests upon the man who presides, and he has the right to 
say what course shall be taken. If a move is made he has the right to say 
whether it is right or wrong. If it is right, the Spirit of God makes it 
plain to him, and he sees it just as clearly as I see this path in the center 
of this building. If it is wrong, everything is dark, obstacles appear in 
the way, and he is made to know that it is not the right move to take. 
As I have said, there is but one man who has this right. If it were other- 
wise confusion would ensue. Suppose the counselors of the President were 
to assert their views in opposition to the President, and then some of the 
Twelve should put forth other opposing views, you can see what the result 
would be; there would be confusion, disunion and division. But such is 
not the case. At the same time, when the Presidency and the Twelve 
meet together, they have a perfect right to express their views freely, as 
they may be led; but because they express their views, and perhaps are 
positive in their expression, it does not follow that their views should of 
right be adopted. No; it is the right of the man who presides, after hear- 
ing all that may be said, to say what the mind and will of the Lord is; and 
though his decision may be contrary to all the views expressed, it. is never- 
the less his right to say what is the thing todo. No limit is placed upon 
the expression of views concerning all questions affecting the policy of the 
Church, but there must be union of action and concentration of faith and 
obedience to the law which God has revealed. 

My brethren and sisters, in the smallest details of life it is your privilege 
to have the guidance of the Spirit of God. When anything becomes per- 
fectly clear to your mind, after you have sought the Lord concerning it, 
you may know that that is right; but if it be dark, let me admonish you 
not to follow it, because the Spirit of God is not there. If Moses had not 
followed the light which God revealed to him when he led the children of 
Israel, disaster would have followed. If he himself had thought any other 
direction better than the one pointed out by the Spirit, he would have 
done wrong in following it. But Moses followed the course revealed to 
him by the Spirit of the Lord, and he led the people with perfect assurance 
as to the result. 

How the possession of this gift relieves the man of God! What an 
appalling responsibility it would have been for President Young to have 
led the Latter-day Saints into the wilderness if he had not had this spirit 
of revelation with him! Think of thousands of people following him, 
taking his advice and counsel, and he uncertain as to what todo! No; 
Brigham was never uncertain. A faithful Prophet of God is never un- 
certain. He is not assailed by doubts. Everything he does is decisive, 
because he knows what he is doing is right. The sense of responsibility is 
taken from him to that extent. So it has been in every move that has 
been made. Asa people we have done most daring things—things which 
have startled the world. Why? Because the man at the head has known 
the mind of the Lord. He has known the voice of the Spirit of God, and 
has given heed to its monitions. In doing so he has felt perfectly safe in 
whatever action he has been led to take, knowing that the Lord would 
control it for good.

This has been the course taken in this Church from the beginning. 
The Elders who have gone on missions have learned this to a great 
extent. Others have learned it also. If we are in doubt concerning any 
move, we follow the promptings of the Spirit, and we are led aright. 
This applies to all our affairs. ‘If we are uncertain what te do, we havea 
source from which we can obtain knowledge as to the course to be taken. 
Have we not all had this experience, especially when on missions? Cer- 
tainly we have, and it will continue to be so as long as we are faithful to 
the commandments of God. 

I will remember my first experience in this direction. I was a very 
young man, and I was impressed that if I would start out in a certain 
direction I would come in contact with men who were willing and ready 
to receive the truth. I followed this impression, though my companions 
remonstrated with me, because we had only landed there a few weeks, 
and, feeling strange, they did not want me to go. I need not stop to 
relate the many incidents that occurred on the journey. I was passing 
along in front of a house, and a young woman seized me, halloed some- 
thing in the native language which brought out three men, who walked 
to the gate and reached it just as I did. The man in the lead asked me 
who I was and where I was going. I told him. It was Saturday and he 
invited me to stop till Monday. I accepted the invitation and went in 
the house. There I found the very men that I had been told by the 
manifestations of the Spirit of God I would find, and an opening was 
made for me to preach the Gospel. Those three men were leading men. 
The man of the house was the circuit judge, and the others were educated 
men, natives of the Sandwich islands. They afterwards joined the Church 
and became strong advocates of the Gospel. This has been my experience 
in all my missionary labors. On every mission I have taken 1 have fol- 
lowed the lead of the Spirit; and at times when great responsibility arose 
and something decisive had to be done, the Spirit of the Lord has made 
me equal to the emergency. 

In telling my experience I only repeat the experience of hundreds and 
thousands of Elders, and I speak in this strain, my brethren and sisters, 
that you ‘may be led always to follow the. dictates of the Spirit of God. 
Watch for it, seek for it, consult it, be led by it, and you will escape a 
great deal of trouble and be led in the path of safety and peace. God 
bless you all, in the name of Jesus. Amen. 


SIGNS OF THE TIMES! 


RELIGIONISTs.—According to the Chaplain-General, there were in January 
last, in the British Army, 147,980 members of the Church of England 
15,773 Presbyterians, 11,784 Wesleyans, 2,266 “other Protestants,” and 
39,860 Roman Catholics. These figures mean, of course, that 68 per cent. 
of the men in the Army are members Of the Church of England; but it is 
obvious that the term must be a somewhat elastic one. 


AnotHer Reticious Szect.—The Rev. F. Sandford, a country preacher in 
the State of Maine, U.S., has founded a new religious sect. The tenets of 
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the society, which has several thousand members, and is rapidly growing, 
include a belief in the Almighty, the Bible, Prayer, and. Anglo-Saxon 
supremacy. Mr. Sandford, claiming to be divinely inspired, recently called 
for funds to build a Temple of Truth near Durham, Maine. Mr. Sandford 
declares that the Almighty has willed that England and America should 
conquer and rule the world together. The Americans, he says, are descend- 
ed from Manasseh, and the English from Ephraim, while the Queen is a 
descendant of David. His followers observe many of the ancient Mosaic 
commandments, and refuse to eat pork. Mr. Sandford expects to sail for 
England to publicly proclaim the Anglo-American alliance. He will after- 
wards make a tour of the British Colonies with the same object.— London 
Evening News. }

IMMIGRATION OF JEWS TO ENGLAND.—Clearly the emigration from 
Roumania cannot be allowed to regulate itself. There must be control, 
direction, organization, at some point. The wise men and the men of 
heart of international Jewry must lay their heads together and determine 
how and when the emigration is to proceed, and whither it can be direc- 
ted with the greatest safety to the emigrants themselves, as well as to 
these among whom they seek shelter; to what extent it should be en- 
couraged now, and how the whole movement may best be organized by 
men who know and understand the work in hand. We say, with our 
Vienna correspondent, that there must be “systematic co-operation of all 
the bodies which sympathize with their suffering co-religionists. If we 
will not all help to give we shall all suffer together.”—Jewish Chronicle. 


THe CHURCH ScHOoLs.—What is the most effective force in the hands 
of the Church to-day in regard to her position towards the English na- 
tion? Is it her parochial system? Possibly. But the parochial system is 
being broke up by the popular preacher and the popular celebrationist, 
and Congregationalism is being deliberately set up in its place. . 

We believe that the parochial system, first-rate preaching, and 
truly Catholic services are elements of great power and splendid poss:- 
bilities in the Church. We wish all the parishes were well equipped and 
fully manned? that preaching was studied more as an art, and filled 
with the deep emotions of profound conviction and the love of souls; and 
that the public services of the Church were as beautiful and as dignified, 
with much variety, as the most Catholic-minded Churchman could desire. 
But surely there is a force possessed by the Church which in potency and 
lasting influence surpasses all those to which we have referred, and that 
force is Education. . If we gain the children, we gain the nation. 
If we lose the children, nothing will give us possession of the minds and 
lives of the people. The truth needs only to be stated to be proved; it is 
beyond doubt or dispute.—Church Bells. 

SHOULD WI Kesoice?—We hear much of “Bobs,” little of God as our 
hope and stay in South Africa. Then how little do even Christians realise 
our national sins and shortcomings. The curse of opium forced on China 
at the point of the bayonet, regulation of vice in India, and immorality 
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spreading in all ranks of society at home, the strenuous opposition at 
every attempt to save the tempted from themselves by reducing to a mini- 
mum the temptation to drink, the increased desecration of the Sabbath, the 
tardy, half-hearted response to God’s call for workers in the mission fields, 
the persistent caressing of the Scarlet Lady by the Church and State, and 
last but not least, the rank idolatry fostered by the authorities in the 
National Church, while the majority of the Evangelicals cry “Charity, 
charity, charity,” instead of “Purity, purity, purity,” which, after all, is the 
truest charity. The pressing need of to-day is that England should repent 
in sackcloth and ashes, and bring forth fruit worthy of repentance that God 
may remove His “Sore judgments, the sword, and the famine, and the 
noisome beasts, and the pestilence.”— Family Churchman. 


Tax Prorestant Crusape IN Spain.—The information given by a 
special correspondent as to the methods of certain Protestant lady mission- 
aries in Spain is in itself sufficient to explain why the Spanish Bishops 
and priests should treat their crusades with unmistakable disfavor. As 
our correspondent remarks, Spain is not only a Catholic land, but a country 
which has given to Christianity some of its most eminent philosophers 
and theologians. Yet these lady missionaries, whose ideas of the Christian 
religion seem to be derived altogether from Methodistical hymn-books, 
write of the Spaniards as if they had never till now heard of the Gospel 
of Christ and were absolute pagans. We are not at all surprised that 
Spaniards should feel inclined to resent such a mode of religious pro- 
paganda. Madame Roland cried, “Liberty, what crimes are committed in 
thy name!” and we may repeat the phrase in an altered form, “ Religion, 
what shocking misrepresentations are made in thy name!” Some people 
think that they can serve the God of truth and at the same time indulge in 
language and practices which would be unwelcome to an unscrupulous 
electioneering agent.— Catholic Times.

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THE DEVIL'S CORKSCREWS. 


In that wonderful playground of nature called the Bad Lands—which 
might well have been designed for occupancy by communities of ogres and 
giants, so weird and fantastic are its landscape effects, counterfeiting with 
rocky spire, minaret, and buttressed fort a vast city of the supernatural— 
are found the so-called Devil’s Corkscrews, long regarded by scientific men 
as a well nigh hopeless puzzle. . They must be of animal origin 
or plant origin—the question is, which? Some theorists have been of the 
opinion that they were petrified vines, but who ever heard of a vine that 
climbed in a mathematical spiral] Others suggested that they were fossil 
worms of huge size—a most ingenious and even plausible idea. In a region 
known to have been inhabited formerly by many gigantic species of reptiles 
—some of them 90 feet in length—whose remains are dug out of the rocks 
in the Bad Lands to-day, why should there not have been exceptionally 
large worms? Nay, why should these worms not have been of mathe- 
matical habit, erecting themselves spirally, while waiting for food, in the 
exact perpendicular and becoming fossilised eventually in that somewhat 
strained and uncomfortable attitude? .. . . It seems, according to 
Professor E. H. Barbour, of the University of Nebraska, that—as is under- 
stood by all geologists—the great basin to the east of the Rocky Mountains, 
including the area now called Nebraska, was a vast lake a million years or 
so ago. That was the epoch known as Miocene, when as yet the North 
American continent was in process of formation. On the bottom of this 
freshwater sea, at a depth of hundreds of feet, grew an immense number of 
waterweeds of a species unknown to-day. They were of gigantic size, some 
of them 20 feet or more in height, and they assumed the form of huge 
spirals, mathematically exact in their curvature. It is imagined—though 
of this there is no positive proof—that each one was made up of a group 
of plants, together forming a sort of community. Rivers brought into the 
inland sea immense quantities of detritus and this was deposited on the 
bottom of the lake so rapidly that whole fields of the giant waterweeds were 
buried beneath it. In the course of ages the lake-bottom became dry land, 
and incidentally the plants decaying, were replaced, particle by particle, 
by silica deposited from water which contained it. Silica of course, is the 
material of quartz, and thus it is that the so-called Devil’s Corkscrews were 
formed, reproducing in rocky substance the vegetables from which they 
originated. Weathered out from the cliff sides in these later days, they 
stand in rows like sculptured pillars twisted into spirals. Unlike ordinary 
corkscrews, they turn not all one way, but are right-handed as often as 
left-handed. Anybody might well suppose them to be works of art, so 
graceful and elegant are they. Some of them wind about a vertical axis, 
like a vine around a stick, but others are free. 

The typical Devil’s Corkscrew consists of two parts—the screw, already 
described, and a massive “root” sometimes as big round as a hogshead, which 
branches off from the lower end of the spiral. In a large specimen the 
screw may be 15 feet long, while the “root” attains a length of 20 feet. 
Professor Barbour himself admits that his waterweed theory may not be cor- 
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rect, but challenges anybody to offer a more plausible suggestion to account 
for this most curious of geological freaks.—RENE BACRHRN, Strand Magazine. 


THe Temprer.—One of the successful snares of the Devil in our own 
day is connected with wrong ideas of religion. How busy the Tempter 
has been leading the men and women of this generation into the foolish 
and idolatrous practices of Romanism! Professing Christians are too 
easily induced to take up with false notions. They go to confession, and 
seek absolution from sin against God at the hands of a man of like passions 
with themselves, and bow down before a cross, indulging the idea that 
such sentimental notions are pleasing to God. But these things are not 
in the way to Heaven, and those who follow such practices are not mind- 
ful to keep God’s Word. Neglect of and ignorance of the Scriptures is 
ever the root of error in the Church. When the Lord Jesus was addressing 
His Father towards the close of His life, He said, in speaking of His 
disciples: “Thine they were, and Thou gavest them Me, and they have 
kept thy word.” True Christians are careful to keep that word; but 
men who fall away from Christ fail to take heed to it. Many wanderers 
from Christ may hear Him say to them at the Day of Judgment, “I never 
knew you; depart from Me ye that work iniquity."—English Churchman, 


ABRAHAM LINOCOLN’s remains have been removed five times since his 
death, and now they are again to be removed for the sixth and, it is to be 
hoped, last time. In the summer of 1865 a temporary tomb was erected a 
little distance from the site of the proposed monument, and the remains 
were removed just before Christmas in that year from the burial place. 
On September 19, 1871, the monument was so far advanced that the casket 
was removed to the catacomb in it, which was intended for its permanent 
resting place. In October, 1874, the monument was dedicated, and the 
casket was placed in a white marble sarcophagus within the catacomb, so 
that it was in view of all visitors through the iron grating doors. In 
November, 1876, an attempt was made to steal the body, and it was then 
taken from the sarcophagus and buried six feet beneath the surface of the 
ground inside the inner chamber of the monument. Some years after the 
earth under the marble floor of the catatomb was removed, a brick vault 
was built, and the coffins of Mr. and Mrs. Lincoln were placed in it, and 
the whole covered to the depth of four feet with solid concrete, upon which 
the marble floor of the catatomb was relaid. Until the 10th of March 
last the remains were undisturbed, when they were removed for the fifth 
time. Now, the earth beneath the structure to the depth of twenty-five 
feet down to the solid rock will be removed, and the monument will be 
rebuilt on firm foundations, then place will be found for the bodies of 
Lincoln, his wife, their three children, and the grandson who bore his 
name.— Post.

THE DREAD OF WATER! (2). 


THE consumption of beer assuredly grows out of this national inbred 
antipathy to water. Men and women drink, children are begotten under 
its influence, and this is a peculiar manifestation belonging to all grades 
of society, to minister to this dislike of water. It is adulterated, made 
into decoctions, and we almost wonder such obstinate perversion has not 
discovered ere this another base, so that this original element could be 
dispensed with altogether. Here and there, in comparison to the millions, 
there are those who deprecate this abuse of a hated friend, but it is the 
national failing, the religious and the irreligious are slaves to the fashion, 
and wealthy men, intelligent men, religious men and even ministers of the 
Gospel are shareholders, dispensers and users of the substitutes of inven- 
tion which supersede, as far as possible, the use and love of water. 

To be sure water is cheap in rainy England, it comes from heaven ad 
libitum and almost every day, and great pains are taken to supply it for 
domestic use, but probably if it were a scarce commodity it would be more 
honored and better appreciated, and reference to it would provoke less 
antagonism, and a modification of this abhorrence, now near general, 
would in time percolate into all the avenues of thought and custom, 
political, social and religious. For all we have thought and written cul- 
minates in the attitude assumed by religionists just now, and we refer, of 
course, to baptism in water as a revealed rite of the Gospel, of the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ, a rite accepted by but few Christians, and yet if there is 
one principle or ordinance of that Gospel more easily demonstrated than 
another it is that of ‘‘ Baptism in Water,” and still the Baptiste, who make 
this a speciality, a pre-requisite to Christian communion and life, are only 
a fragment among denominations, and they are divided as to its essential 
character or otherwise in the Christian faith. 

Our queries have been long and continuous on this subject, and our 
cogitations are, that the indifference to and rejection of this rite must have 
had its origin in this primitive, barbaric hatred of water in the abstract, for 
we have seen men—religious men—literally foam at the mouth at the very 
mention of baptism. It seemed like spiritual hydrophobia, a spirit en- 
gendered of satanic influence, or it could not arouse the passions, the 
opposition of so-called religious men and professed believers in the New 
Testament, and in the example and authority of Jesus Christ. 

Quite a rewarkable case of this kind came under our observation in one 
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of the large cities of England lately, where a gentleman was publicly 
urging the baptism of professed Christians, at least. He pointed out that 
Jesus was baptized by immersion, that in His last commission He made 
that part of His special injunctions, that the apostles adhered to this re- 
quirement, that they had been baptized, that they baptized others, and 
that from Cornelius onward all the early Christians were baptized. That 
this baptism was “for the remission of sins,” as Peter said on the day of 
Pentecost, that Paul was told to “arise and be baptized and wash away 
his sins,” that Peter wrote that “as the ark saved Noah, so also doth 
baptism now save us,” that the Savior had said emphatically “Except a 
man be born of water he cannot enter in the kingdom of Heaven.” But 
these Christian (7) listeners “gnashed upon him with their teeth,” and in 
frenzied ribaldry cried out, “a water God,” “a water religion,” “a water 
salvation,” shrieking and foaming with that hydrophobia of which mention 
was made before. This man who had advocated baptism claimed to be a 
minister of Christ. He used all the arguments used by the Elders of 
Israel, yet not of them; but he was powerless against fanaticism and un- 
belief, and the spirit of what might have been an instructive meeting was 
marred, in fact destroyed. We bave seen a good deal of this. If you want 
to rouse anger, if you want to raise the devil, preach baptism in water for 
the remission of sins. We have seen a dozen Christian (1) people rise and 
leave the meeting when an Elder was enforcing “the doctrine of baptism,” 
and we can only account for this as a species of spiritual hydrophobia, a 
trick of the evil one, a testimony to its truth and power, just as the re- 
bellious spirit of leprosy in the captain of the Syrian host induced him to 
“turn away in a rage” when water was suggested of the divine mind as the 
_ panacea for his sad affliction. Can you account for the opposition of the 
Christian world in any other, or easier way, than to link these things to- 
gether, and to conclude that this is a relic of primitive barbarism, a 
suggestion of the evil one, a spirit of rebellion to divine requirement, and 
a tacit recognition of its validity and efficacy in the spiritual economy 
of God. The enforcement of this doctrine of “baptism by immersion for 
the remission of sins” makes the devil mad, and all his satellites foam and 
rage when men teach it “by authority, and not as the scribes.” 1

then I naturally think of those with whom I have been most associated, 
and you will, I know, pardon my alluding to women, because as you 
understand it is in my line.”

WAR IN 1900 


How is war possible in the world now, with its civilization, its 
Christianity, its kind institutions for the sick, the poor, the oripples, the 
deaf and the dumb? How can we care for others one minute and fight 
them the next? Will there always be war? Yes, we are told there will be 
the most terrible war that was ever waged, when Christ appears to stil] 
the strife and to overcome the devil and all who fight against Him (Rev. 
19: 11-17, 19-21). For itis the presence of sin that makes war possible, and 
war will last as long as sin remains on earth, and satan is unbound, and 
until Christ comes and reigns in righteousness. So long as the devil 
is “the God of this world,” and the chosen leader and ruler among men, 
so long will the passions and jealousies, the selfish pride and deep heart 
iniquities find vent in the sword. Sin finds relief in violence, and we see 
that earthly authority can only rule and keep evil under by force and 
punishments. It is only goodness accepted, a God of love—who is not 
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neglected, disobeyed and offended, but yielded to and followed—who rules 
by love and mercy, by persuasion, by His Holy Spirit, and by the rewards 
of faith. So by the presence of goodness only comes rest, joy and peace! 
While sin at once destroys and hurts, and breeds death and its accompani- 
ments, then let us not be surprised at war, any more than ungodliness, and 
drunkenness, and unbelief, and rebellion. As long as sin remains it must 
bring forth its own fruit—and Christianity, which has been teaching, 
softening, and showing men the joy of kindness and mercy, stands aside 
grieving and ashamed. For has it not brought us up to the highest ideal 
of unselfish love, to nothing less than the great God suffering for the sinner, 
giving His life for His brethren, not taking it from them. Nay, more, 
giving His own life for His enemies. O the terrible contrast, the shock to 
our better feelings, taught us by heaven, when war comes, and a soldier’s 
duty is to kill, and wound, and out-wit, and starve those who a few months 
ago were our fellows. Do we say then—why does heaven permitit? For 
the same reason that satan and sin are permitted, but not encouraged. 
God’s law kept is peace, and broken it becomes war/ God’s law says, 
“They that take the sword shall perish by the sword.” But “the mystery 
of iniquity” which has got into the world “must work” out ite devilish 
passions, “until it be put out of the way.” The presence of iniquity is 
allowed to show the inmost character, the choice of men’s hearts, who they 
will love and follow. Without the presence of the Boer the true soldier 
cannot be trained, or proved, or even made! Don’t we see it is only in 
difficulty overcome, in lives laid down, in pain borne, that a soldier can 
know victory and glory! So without the devil and sin in us daily needing 
to be struggled against, we could never even begin to be real Christians. 
Christranity is the triumph of Christ over evil through the cross, through 
a life given up to doing the Father’s will, and thus winning back for men 
all that they had lost by sin—so we see christianity needs the opposition 
of evil to work out its end. It is as each Christian soldier overcomes evil, 
gives his will and his life up to his Savior, bears sorrow and pain in the 
cause, that he can be trained and in any sense be a conqueror. Thus by 
overcoming evil with good, bringing good out of evil, does our God show 
that he alone can order even the unruly will of sinners, and bring good 
out of sin, and turn war into greater peace.

FATE OF THE UNIVERSE. 


A Voluu has recently been published by Professor Alfred H. Fison, 
entitled, “Recent Advances in Astronomy,” in which the author discusses. 
the probable fate of the material universe. His conclusions are rather 
startling. He thinks the life of every system of worlds in the universe 
must finally come to an end, and that this life-time is measured by the 
mass and magnitude of the sun on which it is depending. He reasons that 
the suns are intensely heated and luminous bodies, which must cease to be 
luminous when they are cooled off. In support of this view he refers to 
the fact that there are now in existence countless dead suns scattered 
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through the universe, and draws the conclusion that the fate of these 
must ultimately be the fate of all. 

Scientists have long ago put forth a similar hypothesis. But Professor 
Fison seems to go one step further than others whose thoughts have run 
in the same direction. He denies that, as far as is known, there is any 
central point around which the visible systems of worlds arerevolving. He 
thinks they are rusbing about in space at random, and that the extinction 
of their light is but a question of time. “As son succeeds son,” he says, 
“and as new nebule follow into extinction those from the ruins of which 
they were formed, the universe becomes poorer in active energy; and 
there appears, so far as physical science has interpreted the processes of 
nature, no escape from the picture of an accumulation of inert matter as 
the last memorial of a glorious universe of suns.” In other words, he 
predicts that finally space will contain only dead worlds, which have sunk 
back into the chaos from which they were called into existence. 

It will be observed that the scientific study of the universe has, step by 
step, brought confirmation of the truth first announced by inspired men 
that the heavens and the earth that now are, must perish, as surely as the 
individual forms of life that appear for a moment, and then pass out of 
view. At one time it was thought that the worlds would remain for ever, 
as they were from the beginning. Now science and sacred writ perfectly 
agree on the proposition that even the heavens shall pass away, as a piece 
of clothing is worn out. 

But if science to this adds, that life will become totally extinct in the 
universe, it draws a too hasty conclusion. It is all very well to say that 
in the beginning of the creation there were particles in suspension, and 
that one of them commenced to move, and that in this way nebule were 
formed, from which worlds were born, but unless it is added that there 
was an intelligence, possessing power—an Almighty God—it is beyond 
human perception, how a particle in suspension could ever commence to 
move. To say it was due to “force” isnoexplanation. For science knows 
as little about “force” as about atoms. “God” is the only intelligent 
explanation offered for the existence of worlds. 88 

But if this is admitted, it follows that universal death will not be the end 
of worlds. Will God die? Or will He cease His work in the universe? If 
not we must think of a resurrection among worlds, as among human beings. 
Worlds and systems of worlds may die, after they have filled the measure 
of their creation, but the matter remains, and when wanted for new 
worlds by the Creative Power, it will certainly be used. Sacred writ has 
also pronounced that we are to expect “new heavens and a new earth,” 
and science will find its only safe conclusion in accord with this glorious 
view. 

A study of the universe is of the greatest importance. It can be truth- 
fully asserted that without some true knowledge of the visible world there 
can be no knowledge of the Creator. Theology is intimately connected 
with the sciences. Revelation in the early history of man unveiled many 
of the mysteries of the universe. Without these Abraham would, perhaps, 
never have become, through his faith, “the friend of God.” The visible 
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world is God's handiwork. The visible objects are the embodiment of 
His ideas. His character is studied in these, as is the character of the 
painter through the works of his art, or the poet through his songs. False 
theology took root in ages when the sciences were neglected. Truth con- 
cerning God has been restored in an age of science and investigation, 
and it is to the immense satisfaction of the believer, that every fact es- 
tablished concerning the universe, but goes to confirm the teachings of 
true theology.— Deseret News.

ORIGIN OF THE SAMARITANS.—The sect living on Mount Gerizim called 
themselves not “Samaritans,” but Shomerim, or “ watchers over the Law”— 
a name signifying that they regarded themselves as the true Israel, all 
other Israelites being heretics. The title “Samaritans” was, of course, 
derived from Samaria, the capital city of the kingdom of Israel. After its 
capture by Shalmaneser, who carried the Israelites into captivity, it was 
populated with colonists from Babylon and Cutbea, who subsequently 
became known as Cuthzans, and had been, in a measure, converted to the 
religion of Israel. The center of worship of the Samaritans and old 
Israelites who had been left in Samaria was Shechem, now called Nablus, 
which has derived its religious character from very early times, and was 
situated at the foot of Mount Gerizim. The rivalry between Shechem in 
the north and Jerusalem in the south as religious centers was to be traced 
back in Biblical history to the contention between the tribes of Ephraim 
and Judah for the headship of the nation. The feud had been in operation 
before the Captivity, and it was likely to manifest itself after thse return 
80 soon as a suitable excuse for a schism could be found. The excuse was 
furnished by the rebuilding of the Temple, in which the Samaritans 
wished to take part, but were refused by the Judwans. When Nehemiah 
carried through the building of the Temple without the co-operation of 
the Samaritans, and in spite of their subsequent opposition, he at the 
same time insisted on the strict observance of the Law and the separation 
of the Jews from strange women whom they had married. The grand- 
son of the High Priest Elyashib had married a daughter of Sanballat 
the Samaritan. Refusing to separate from her, he went over to Samaria, 
where his father-in-law had built a Temple for him, and had him installed 
as High Priest. Ocher priests of high families were among the leaders of 
the secession, who thus strengthened the desire of the Samaritans to 
represent themselves as the true descendants of the Hebrew nation—the 
only genuine upholders of the old Law. Many who were opposed to the 
teachings of the Pharisaic party joined them, and thus there grew up a 


certain connection between the Samaritans and the Sadducees.—Jewish 
Chronicle.
